Bofurc the sxillful knives of these white men cut away tho 
undergrowth and foliag¢s, before the Indian made his home, his burial 
‘ground upon thesc banks, the waters of Duck River, tumbling against 
the solid mass of limostone, had worn two white stone cliffs. Thesc 
banks becano tho honcs of Indians, a songrogouronal spot for tribcs, 
The caves and crevices wore their abecs ar:.ic the flat fields and 
rolling slopes: became the site of muitzcuces of graves, The Crecks 
wore the most Seton tee in this section of Tonnessco and havo 
loft remnants of their crude civilization in ficld and cove,

These pioneers, however, wore not connected by roads 
until Gonoral Jackson upon offering his scouviccss so the governnent 
in 1812 went Souta carving the Fishing Yord Ncac. as he marched to 
his two most farovs battles, Horsushoc Bend and New Orlem s. 

the stage coach foliowed Jackson's new voade Progressing tra- 
vel sponsored the orcction of a covered briGed in 1858, -The stage 
stop was an old, three story, log inn which had frown out of one of 
the first log cabins at Fishing Ford. Numorous notables were rumor- 
od to have filled the oid rotunda, It was this inn and tho . ne 
ing territory that a widow, Mrs, William Wilhoite (Adcline Werncr 
Wilhoite ) purchascd in 1845.7 Also the land on the north bank was 
purchased and macc the site of Wilhoite Mills. In con-

Union forces swarmcd over the slopes and forests of Middle 
Tonnessco and in 16635 marched throurh the village of Chapel Hill and 

on to tio river. As was the custom at tho wilhoite Mill, wheat was 
placce on dcposit and sacks wore the prouporty of the customers. Such’ 
were the exonditions the coats of bDluc wero sig¢htcd and the boat 
of horses Suddenly, the mili was overving Each Union soldici 


grasped two sasts or flour, slashed the sacks to thrcoads with flash- 
ing, saocws, and trampled tattors anc contents bencoath their horscs' 
hoofs and into the dusty road before the cyos of hungry pcople, 

Young John Wilhoite returning shortly after the Yankce raid for 
his runcral mado nmionotary rcparaticns for the dostroyod 
property $0 all owners with tho cxcecrtion of rno unscasonable mor- 
chant who dcomeandcd completo replacemtnt, Cottvn sacks wore to bo 
found .nowherc outsidc of Yankee besciged Nashville. Conscquentiy, 
the tall, dark Confcdcrate crossod the rivor and disappeared into 
the forest of canc. | 

Riding in his proud eeny. uniforn, mounted on his favorite stccd 
and scatcd in his now saddle (a sift of Gencral Forrost), John wWil- 
hoite was casily dctoccted by all as a Southcrn Rebol. Luck had boon 
with him on his cppraoch to Nashville. Taking back roads, boing 
rofreshcd at farmhouscs along the way, he had finally cntrusted 
sacelc, and horsc, "Star", to a farmcr who lived near Nashvillc. 
Now undcr cover of night ho began the perilous portion of his jour- 
noye Alort oycs and cars, and Indian-like stoalth onablod his safo 
: crossing of tho first, sccond, third, and finally the fourth Yankco

fonece, anc into a ccevnficid with an occasional bullet trimming his 
gonticnaniy haircuts. Suddenly the *loodeod, svirling Cumberland 
River ioomsd ahvad, He spurred his horss and cown they plunged. 
The watcr vovered over herd and cars, when trey came to the surfacc 
the current was whipping them down, and fortunatcly toward the 
opposite banks, Horso and horseman clutching dusporatoly at ann 
bough, climbed to the dry of the bank whiloc puzzlicd Yankees stili 
covered the water's surface with whizzing bulloss, A siddon, piurc- 
ing Rebcol yoll raisocd their gaze to scc horsoman and horse disappear 
ing into the Gistancc, Prized saddle, priccloss sacks, and John 
slipped in home before slecping Fishing Ford could rouse itself to 
the morning chorcs. 

Just a more dot on carth's surfaco Fishing Ford has been tho 
site of untold drama. Paths of many pcople have crossed here at the 
mill now callod "Wwilhoite", Gcnoral Nathan Bedford Forrest crossed 
“\ropeatodly at this spot in thc rivcr, but this was not a-spot ro~ 
sorvcd alone for the heroic. iiany plafn, cveryday people ccntocred 
their lives about this insignificant spot. |

of old Fishing Ford was gone but the ghostly stone columns of the 
bridse, tho sturdy slavc-built dam, and the o.id Les stage coach sto; 
Cisguised in whito weather boarding with the original millstone 
ing idle at the door, "His doorstcps orc the stones that ground tix 
harvests of his siros", spoke jhitticr, A multitude of changes cam 
and passed by, but ono more alteration was to be made, a highway, 
wide in its span, hard in its surfacc, and storlike in its nano. 
The namo, Fishing Ford, rotroated to the loaves of tho history book \ 
while the little village came to be known as Wilhoitc and the new 
highway proudly bore the namo of Fishing Ford's new son, Horton Hi 
way strcotchcd beyond the horizon, past tho mill, old inn, and ovor 
the hill. Namcs have changed, but these /rivor banks still live ana 
breathe of that rarc, old spirit of pionccor and antcbcollum days. 
The Fishing Ford turnpike is now a shady lover's lanc through a 


pleasant pasture of grazing jorscys. The covcrs3 bridge has dis- 
appearcd but the strcan flows on just as it did wich Indians stalked
